$189M more 
for Slave Lake 

O New money to go toward three projects, including setting up 
temporary housing for residents left homeless by May wildfires 


The Alberta government is giving 
the fire-ravaged Slave Lake region 
an additional $189 million to help 
with rebuilding and recoveiy costs. 

The province had already 
announced $100 million in fund¬ 
ing shortly after a wildfire wiped 
out one-third of the community 
in May. About 2,000 people lost 
their homes. 

“The support from the govern¬ 
ment’s been tremendous and we 
couldn’t have done it without 
them,” Slave Lake Mayor Karina 
Pillay-Kinnee said yesterday. 

“By working together, we’re 
going to rebuild Slave Lake.” 

The Insurance Bureau of Cana¬ 
da has estimated the fire caused 
$700 million in damage. 

The new government money, 
which brings total funding to $289 
million, is being directed to three 
projects, including one for interim 
housing for displaced residents. 
Just over $47 million will be spent

to move and hook up 350 modular 
homes in Slave Lake by the end of 
November. 

Flat-bed trucks have already 
hauled in a few of the units. Pil¬ 
lay-Kinnee said it takes time to 
clear trees and run utilities to three 
spots designated to become mobile 
home parks. 

Priority for the homes will be 
given to families with children so 
they can be settled for school, said 
Infrastructure Minister Ray Dany- 
luk. 

Many homeless residents have 


spent the last three months in 
motels or campers or have 
squeezed into the homes of friends 
and family. 

“It’s about getting back on your 
feet to be stronger,” said Municipal 
Affairs Minister Hector Goudreau. 

He said $77 million of the new 
funding will help Slave Lake and 
surrounding communities cover 
firefighting and emergency- 
response costs. It will also help oth¬ 
er towns and reserves that set up 
evacuation centres during the fire. 

Bulldozers are still working to 
demolish and clean up the 
remains of 400 houses and other 
buildings levelled by the fire. Pil¬ 
lay-Kinnee said that work — half 
to be completed my mid-August 
— is covered by insurance com¬ 
panies. 

Construction of replacement 
homes is expected to take two to 
three years.

A fatal fire that tore 
through a south-side sen¬ 
iors’ complex early Tues¬ 
day morning, killing two 
people, has left residents 
wondering what’s next. 

The 59 people displaced 
from the Bethany Senior 
Citizens Home by a delib¬ 
erate explosion and fire in 
both a car and third-floor 
suite have not been al¬ 


lowed back — and they 
don’t know when they will 
be. 

The Canadian Red Cross 
has provided 33 residents 
with accommodation at 
the Ramada Inn until Fri¬ 
day, while rooms were also 
available in other seniors’ 
homes in the city. 

“Friday at 11 a.m., 1 
have to move somewhere 
else,” resident Guenther 
Marzian said outside the 
hotel yesterday. “It could 
be an 5 Avhere.” 


Marzian said the Red 
Cross has provided resi¬ 
dents with food up to $25 
per day at the Smitty’s 
restaurant that’s joined to 
the hotel, as well as a $120 
voucher to use on clothing 
at Walmart. 

Tracie Moore, 

spokesperson for the Red 
Cross, said after their 72- 
hour service is provided, 
the seniors “will be re¬ 
ferred to other community 
organizations for their 
longer term needs.”

Dying woman vows to hang on

Deathly ill Gloria Taylor is 
refusing to die — yet. 

Although she is living 
far longer than her doctors 
had predicted, she plans to 
hang on until her right-to- 
die case is hurried through 
a B.C. court. 

B.C. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice L 5 mn Smith agreed to a 
speedy trial for Taylor, who 
wants a doctor-assisted sui¬ 
cide. “1 am satisfied the 
time is urgent,” Smith told 
a Vancouver court yester¬ 
day. A four-week summary 
trial will begin Nov. 15. 

Taylor’s lawyer, Joe Ar- 
vay, said the decision to 
fast-track the trial means 
she may now have the 
chance to use a doctor to 
help her end her life. 

Taylor, 63, has Amy¬ 
otrophic Lateral Sclerosis, 
or Lou Gehrig’s disease. 


“It doesn’t make 
sense that it’s legal 
for me to commit 
suicide, but it’s 
illegal for 
someone to help 
me die at peace.”

Bizarre 
Aussie 
bomb 
attack 
a hoax 

The bizarre attack 
seemed straight out of 
a Holl 5 m^ood thriller: 

A disguised man 
breaks into a suburban 
home in the middle of 
the day, chains an 
apparent bomb to a 
teenage girl’s neck, and 
leaves a note with 
instructions for her 
wealthy family. 

But after 10 frantic 
hours working to free 
her, Australian police 
say it was all an elabo¬ 
rate hoax. 

Sydney bomb squad 
specialists managed to 
free 18-year-old 
Madeleine Pulver from 
the bomb-like device 
last night, and later de¬ 
termined it contained 
no explosives. 

Pulver was not hurt. 

“A very, very 
elaborate hoax as it 
turned out,” New South 
Wales state police 


Assistant Commission¬ 
er Mark Murdoch told 
reporters. 

“But it was made and 
certainly gave the 
appearance of a legiti¬ 
mate improvised explo¬ 
sive device.” 

The drama began 
when Pulver’s family 
told police their daugh¬ 
ter had been attacked 
and there was a strange 
device attached to her. 

Bomb technicians, 
negotiators and detec¬ 
tives rushed to the 
scene. Nearby homes 
were evacuated, streets 
were closed and 
medical and fire crews 
waited nearby. 

Pulver told police a 
man wearing a disguise 
broke into her home 
and attached what ap¬ 
peared to be a bomb to 
her neck. 

When officials 
arrived on the scene, 
they found Pulver 
alone in the house with 
the suspicious device 
tethered to her neck 
“by a chain or 
something similar,” 
Murdoch said. 

Police said they had 
no idea why Pulver was 
targeted, but they said 
the attack did not 
appear to be random.

“Yes, I am here,” 
Mubarak said from his bed, 
raising his hand slightly 
when asked to identify him¬ 
self and enter a plea. “I de¬ 
ny all these accusations 
completely,” he said, wag¬ 
ging his finger.

For their summer vacation 
my parents have been visit¬ 
ing me in Toronto from 
Saint John, N.B., and so far 
I’ve had a lovely time taking 
them to restaurants, touring 
museums and preparing their eulogies. 

My parents are only 54, which is 
young for parents, but 54 is also the av¬ 
erage temperature difference between 
the two cities. In Saint John, a beautiful 
morning is one where the fog will burn 
off in time for the evening commute, 
while in Toronto I’ve been known to chase refreshing 
breezes down the street, screaming at them to come 
back. 

So my parents have been attempting to have a good 
time, largely successfully, despite melting like plastic 
army men under a magni¬ 
fying glass. Dad, in particu¬ 
lar, looks like he could do 
that body-shake dogs do 
when they’ve just crawled 
out of a lake — except in¬ 
stead of laughing playfully 
the people nearby would 
run like they were fleeing 
a nuclear meltdown. 

Aside from the risk of 
Mom and Dad 
spontaneously 
combusting, there’s also 
the fact I rarely see them, 
meaning new ailments 
they’ve acquired during 
the past year come as a 

mild shock. My mother has a new knee problem that 
makes stairs seem like the equivalent of a military rope 
climb, and my dad’s so farsighted now that he holds 
menus out in front of him like he’s driving a go-kart. 

They’ve become my canaries in the coal mine, essen¬ 
tially, telling me which things are going to fall apart on 
me first. 

So I watch Mom and Dad with a blend of admiration 
and worry, the beginning of that role reversal families 
go through where eventually the kids are looking after 
the parents. I fret after every parental wince, as they 
did for me when I was a kid (presumably).

O A well-planted terrarium can thrive for many years, 
provided you have the right materials and location 


Remember those old ele- 
mentaiy-school terrariums 

— lidded aquariums filled 
with plants or plastic soda 
bottles growing science 
projects? 

Today’s aquariums are 
chic and rule-busting, pop¬ 
ping up in interior design 
and gardening stores. 

They now include many 
different materials and 
plants. In fact, today’s 
miniature worlds under 
glass can be simple still lifes 

— no living parts need par¬ 
ticipate. 

That’s some kind of easy. 

“There’s a little mainte¬ 
nance to it, but it’s veiy, 
veiy low maintenance,” 
says Amy Biyant Aiello, 
who owns a terrarium 
shop, Artemisia, with her 
husband, Michael Aiello, in 


Portland, Ore. She also 
wrote a book, Terrarium 
Craft (Timber Press, 2011), 
that includes how-to steps 
for building a beautiful and 
long-lasting terrarium, and 
50 projects for inspiration. 

She uses materials in¬ 
cluding mosses and lichen, 
quartz crystals, river rocks, 
seashells, glass pebbles and 
driftwood. 

“The idea is to play with 
the materials and enjoy the 
process itself,” Aiello says in 
her introduction. 

Instead of the traditional 
layering of rock, charcoal 
and soil in a terrarium, Aiel¬ 
lo uses high-quality sand. 
She leans toward the many- 
coloured, sterile sands, of¬ 
ten layered with pebbles or 
shells, for their visual im¬ 
pact through clear glass. 


What to plant 


Some plants, such as ferns, 
prefer bright, indirect light, 
whereas a succulent, such 
as cactus, prefers a 
stronger, direct light. 

► Air plants, which don’t root 
in soil and are handily wa¬ 
tered — with a good soak¬ 
ing every week or two — 
do well in terrariums, Aiello 
says. 

► Houseplants in five- to lO- 
centimetre pots work best. 

“When people come into 
my shop, it’s filled with all 
these beautiful things from 
nature, and it feeds some¬ 
thing in them that nothing 
else can,” she says.

Though relatively high in 
fat, salmon is a great 
choice for a healthy diet. 

That’s because salmon’s 
fats fall mostly in the good- 
for-your-heart unsaturated 
category. Which is a happy 
coincidence, because that 


fat happens to be key to 
salmon’s moist texture 
and rich, indulgent 
flavour. The oils also make 
it hard to overcook. 

So for a simple and 
healthy summer dinner, 
we’ve paired salmon with 


a mushroom hash. The 
earthy flavour of shiitake 
mushrooms mixed with 
shredded potatoes comple¬ 
ments the rich flsh.

Salmon with

Preparation: 

I ln large saute pan over 
high, heat 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
of the olive oil.

Sister’s death shapes 
young hockey player

Canadian rookie lineman 
Danny Watkins put his 
first-aid skills to good use 
yesterday when a 
Philadelphia Eagles team¬ 
mate suffered a seizure at 
training camp. 

Watkins, a trained fire¬ 
fighter from Kelowna, 
B.C., provided assistance 
when defensive tackle 
Mike Patterson dropped 
to the ground at morning 
practice and started vio¬ 
lently shaking. Patterson 
was also tended to by 
team trainer Rick 
Burkholder and his staff 
before being transported 
to Lehigh Valley Hospital. 

The six-foot-one, 300- 
pound player is stable 
and was scheduled to un¬ 
dergo further tests, Burk¬ 
holder said. 

Patterson, 28, was the 
Eagles’ first-round pick 
out of use in 2005. He’s 
started 84 games and 
played in 95, the most of 
anybody on the current 
roster. 

Watkins, 26, has 
played just four years of 
competitive football. 

He took up the sport 
while studying firefight¬ 
ing science at Butte Com¬ 
munity College in 
Northern California in 
2007. 

“You never want to see 
a player go down like 
that,” Watkins said. 

“The staff said he’s go¬ 
ing to be fine. Hopes and 
prayers are going to be 
with him tonight.” 

Patterson’s agent JR 
Ricket said in a statement 
that the player is “in no 
pain and doing well.”

In conversation, 

Schwartz seems older than 
his 19 years. Watching his 
sister Mandi succumb to 
cancer earlier this year 
changed his perspective on 
his life. 

Hockey is important to 
him, as it was to Mandi. 
Schwartz fractured his an¬ 
kle in the second game of 
world junior hockey cham¬ 
pionship in Buffalo, N.Y., 
this year and watched from 


the sidelines as the Canadi¬ 
an team collapsed in the 
third period of the gold- 
medal game and lost to Rus¬ 
sia. 

That stung, but Mandi 
was fighting for her life at 
home in Wilcox, Sask., 
while he was at the tourna¬ 
ment. 

“Obviously me getting 
hurt, that’s nothing com¬ 
pared to what she went 
through,” Schwartz said. 
“Obviously the loss is tough 
for everybody and it’s a 
learning experience, but 
when you see Mandi go 


through that, it puts things 
in perspective and you 
know what’s most impor¬ 
tant in life. 

“It really changes you in 
a different way.” 

Mandi, who played for 
the Yale Bulldogs women’s 
hockey team, died April 3 
of leukemia at the age of 23. 

Schwartz, brother Rylan 
— a teammate at Colorado 
College — and parents Rick 
and Carol are working 
through their grief this 
summer. 

“It’s obviously been 
tough,” Schwartz said. 


“Without family and 
friends, I don’t know if it’s 
possible to get through 
something like that. I can’t 
even start to explain how 
much it means to us. 

“Mandi helped us a lot 
too, knowing how strong 
she was and how she sup¬ 
ported us. I know she 
wouldn’t want us to be sad 
all the time and down. 
She’d want us to keep on 
trucking. Her favourite 
motto was ‘struggle and 
emerge’ and that’s what 
we’re tiying to do.”
